WASHINGTON, Jan. 11. — The 
invention of a new type of multiple- 
charge, high-efficiency rocket, that 
will penetrate the 200 miles of the 
‘earth’s atmosphere and  possiblv 


today by the Smithsonian Institn- 


The invention is the work of Prof. 
RoLert H. Goddard of Clark Co!l- 
lege, who has tested it, and pre- 
diction is made that it would he 
invaluable to the science of mete- 
orology. 

"The highest level so far reached 
by scientists with recording in- 
struments is nineteen miles, accom- 
plished with a free balloon. Prof. 
Goddard believes that his new rocket 
can be sent completely through the 
Land of the earth’s atmosphere and 
into the ethereal mysteries be- 
yond. 

With a rocket of his latest designed 
type, weighing 1274 pounds initial 
mass, it is claimed it will penetrate 
to the unmeasured heights, and lead 
to great discoveries. The arnounce-

INCREASES VELOCITY. 
“The apparatus,” says the Smith- 
sonian announcement, “designed 


multiple-charge, high-efficiency rock- 
et of an entirely new design. The 
determining factor of the effective- 
ness of the rocket is the velocity 
of ejection from gases due to the 
explosion of the propelling mate- 
rial. In the case of ordinary or 
ship rockets, as tested by Prof. 
Goddard, the velocity of exit of the 
gases is very low, about 1000 feet 
per second, giving the rocket an 
efficiency of only 2 per cent. By 
increasing this velocity through in- 
creasing the proportion of the 
propelling matter and through a 
greatly - improved nozzle - shaped 
passage for the escape of the gases 
to about 8300 feet per second, Prof. 
Goddard has raised the efficiency of 
the rocket to nearly 64 per cent. 
“The great scientific value of 
Prof. experiments lies 
In the possibility of sending record- 
ing apparatus to moderate and ex- 
treme altitudes within the earth's 
atmosphere. The nature of the 
higher levels of the air has for a 
long time been a source of much 
speculation as to their chemical 
composition, temperature, electrical 
nature, density, ozone content, etc.
